Live Stock or Children 


According to Dr. J. C. Anderson, state health officer, 
public health work in Texas is at a low level, compared 
with many other states of the Union and in an effort to 
bring this to a higher standard of efficiency he has asked 
the board of control for an appropriation of double the 
amount, to maintain this work, that was made for last 
year. 
In making this request Dr. Anderson pointed out that 
the Live Stock Sanitary Commission was given an appro­ 
priation of $504,000 last year while the state health de­ 
partment was given only $21tt,820. 
For the coming year 
ne has asked $420,960 for the health department. 
Dr. Anderson points out the need for more work to 
prevent malaria in East Texas. 
He states that though 
only about twenty-five percent of the cases were reported 
last year, the cost of malaria in those cases ran more than 
$1,000,000 in the cost of medicine, doctors’ bills and in 
loss of time from employment. 
Yet only .$60,000 is asked 
for use in a preventive campaign. 
The state health offi­ 
cer also calls attention to the fact that the use of anti-toxins 
in diptheria is not general in Texas, though this disease 
is regarded by medical authorities as practically IOO 
percent preventive. 
He also asks for the services of a 
man to be employed as director of public health, who may 
be available for addresses and other educational work 
throughout the state. 
An increase in the number of in­ 
spectors for duty in restaurants, dairies and other sources 
of food, in order to maintain a high standard of cleanliness 
and sanitation also is asked. 
It is not likely that any forward looking citizen of 
Texas will quarrel with the request of Dr. Anderson. There 
is no question but that the Live Stock Sanitary Commission 
has done a great work in Texas. 
Stockmen have profited 
greatly by its labors and the standard of the stock grown 
in the state has been improved with the resultant that 
profits have been larger, ordinarily speaking, for produ­ 
cers of beef, general purpose or dairy cattle. 
It is a fine thing to develop, for example, a tick im­ 
mune breed of cattle. 
But ifs a finer thing to develop 
a generation of physicaly healthy boys and girls who thus 
have a better chance to develop into physically and men­ 
tally normal men and women. 
And if they develop nor­ 
mally physically and mentally then they are more likely to

Keeping the Peace 


Latest reports from Shamrock, the last community 
Hi; Texas to report attempts at mob rule in the case of a 
cringe against women, are that the authorities there are 
in complete control of the situation and that danger of 
mob violence is past. 
Recently officials at Port Arthur and Beaumont re­ 
sisted mobs that sought to take a negro prisoner from them 
and to visit .summary justice on him. 
This prisoner was 
given a speedy trial, with all legal formality observed, and 
is now at Huntsville awaiting execution. 
There is little 
doubt but thai the negro in the Shamrock case will be 
dealt with as his crime merits ii he* is found guilty and 
if reports of his confession are true there is little doubt 
but that he, too. will pay the penalty of death. 
Thus far this year Texas has not made an enviable 
record so far as molt action and lynching is concerned. 
The outbreak at Sh or man, for example, was advertised 
throughout the civilized world and neither the city nor the 
state benefited by the publicity. 
Shortly after this exhi­ 
bition of mob lawlessness a similar outbreak was recorded 
at Honey Grove. 
Just recently, there is much reason to 
believe, a negro alleged to have attacked a woman in a 
community iii this section was summarily dealt with, his 
shot riddled body offering mute evidence that he had been 
executed without due process of law. 
The more frequently mob rule is permitted the more 
frequent it will become and the less attention will be given 
by the people, inflamed for the time being’ by hotheads or 
those with a morbid taste in excitement, and it is highly 
important that peace officers stand firm against just such 
outbreaks.

In Dallas, where the city has lately put into operation the largely 
increased wates storage oT Lakd Dallas, In D enton County, a “ bargain 
rate" for Summ er users of w ater has been put into effect by W ater 
Commissioner Fonts, 
Consumers are offered tho extrem ely low rate 
of l(» cents per 1,000 gallons for w ater used in excess of correspond­ 
ing months last year. 
The idea, says Mr. Kouts, is to prom ote the 
u*e of mole w ater by householders for keeping home premises beau­ 
tiful. 
In Fort Worth, Councilman Monnig, mem ber of the city govern­ 
m ent's w ater committee, announces that such a step is im practical fo r 
this city. 
Thi* is the same reply which wa • returned lo advocates of low­ 
ered rate* which would permit householders to make g reater use of 
city watet when these advocates wore appealing to the ( ity ( ouncil 
some m o n t h s agt*. 
The answ er is no more satisfactory now th at it was 
then. 
, 
It is not necessary to base the case for lower Summ er rates wholly 
upon the householder's interest. 
Green law’ns and thriving flower 
beds and herders on home premises are, of course, highly desirable 
from a civic Viewpoint. 
But it is entirely probable that lower rates 
would net the City W ater Department m ore than with present high 
rates. 
The householder would lie encouraged to use large am ounts 
of water. Instead of being coerced into holding down consum ption. 
The W ater D epartm ent has a product to sell. 
W hether the 
amount sold in one month is a certain num ber of gallons or IO times 
that number, the cost of the product is about the same. 
M anifestly 
the more w ater sold the g reater the net profit to the ( iy M ater U.*- 
parm ent. 
Given plenty of water, the scheme of reducing rates 
<> as to 
inc reuse consumption is a wise one. 
Given anything less titan arf 
unlimited sdpply of water, the scheme is still a good one. being limited 
only by the supply available. 
Fort W orth ha- plenty of water, 
lf it were not for the fact th at 
new storage Is building, there would be reason tor going slow with 
the existing storage supply in Lake Worth. 
But the new lukes pro­ 
vide an assurance for the future which eliminate* the need fui main­ 
taining a safety margin in respect to the present supply and the pres­ 
ent consumption. 
It is a shortsighted policy which keep* w ater rates high in a public 
w ater supply system, whether that system be owned publicly or pii- 
vately. 
The plan now being applied in Dallas cuts the ground from under 
such objections as those advanced by Mr. Monnig. 
The plan does not 
alter the basic ratemuking plan during the Sum m er months. 
The re­ 
duced rate applies only to water used in excess of that used in the 
same month a year ago. 
The only fact that would make such a plan impractical) in F o rt 
Worth would be scarcity of w ater or inadequacy el the distributing 
plant. 
We have enough w ater in I.ake Worth to allow a much 
larger use of w ater than now prevails. 
The flite ration plant and the 
mains, while perhaps not possessing great surplus capacity, neverthe­ 
less can deliver more w ater than they are now delivering, 
Why should not the City W ater D epartm ent serve householders 
by making it practicable for them to keep lawns and flowers in better 
Summ er condition when this also would increase the revenues of tho 
departm ent?— Fort Worth Star-Telegram.
